Two years ago # group of forward 
thinking people of Cluny and district 
were meeting about twice a month to 
discuss world affairs. local affairs and | 
problems, and loc#i needs.

a very fine new high school building 
(then under enstruction and a dormit- | 
ory housing some sixty odd “citizens | 
in the making”, Cluny had no facili- | 
ties for accomodating organizations, | 
fraternities, recreational projects, or 
in fact any of the things that help to 
build a fine community.

This | 
campaign got into full swing in a few | 
days, and in a very few weeks approx- 
imately $5,000.00 was raised in cash, | 
and offers aplenty of voluntary labor 
when the construction could be under: | 


taken. 

Promises are one thing; “Coming | 
Across” is something else again. Let’s 
see what happened in Cluny. 

Then followed two years of what | 
seemed like unsurrmountable difficult- 
ies. Inability to obtain a building per- 
mit (when permits were necessary) 


after using every method and channel | 
from which any hope appeared. Then 
as time went on the question of ob- | 
tainable material seemed to become 
less and less probable. The general 
dissatisfaction that generally accom- 
panies delay in obtaining the the ob- 


jective for which their donations were 
made was not entirely absent in this 
case, but not sufficiently intense to | 
create a problem. | 

The Hall Committee in this case} 
were continually on the alert, and at | 
the propitious time immediately fol-! 
lowing the removal of restrictions, 
grabbed the opportunity and were able 
to obtain the materials before further 
difficuties arose. 

Did the promised voluntary labor 
come across? We'll say it did! We} 
cannot think of a single able man in| 
the district who didn’t do his share of 
mixing cement, sawing. hammering, 
and all the things that go to make a 
building. Without one cent being paid | 
out for labor, from a plot of ground in| 
three weeks has risen a building, 40x 
80 that would do credit to any com- 
munity and bids fair to render unlim-| 
ited senvice to many generations. The | 
women, too, have not lagged. They| 
have been on the job when lunches! 
were needed and and are providing | 
the furnishings of the building.
